Congratulations on your pending degree 
completion! Within this correspondence 
is important information you will need 
to prepare for May Commencement 
The Spring 2005 Commencement 
Ceremony will take place on Friday, May 
26, 2006 at 11:00 a.m. at the 
Manchester Grand Hyatt in the Elizabeth 
Ballroom. 

Participants and guests are to arrive at 
9:00 a.m. to provide preparation time 
for the processional. Please enter the 
main lobby to the Hyatt and follow signs 
to the Elizabeth Ballroom, located on 
the second floor. Guests will proceed 
into the ballroom. Seating is available 
on a first come basis. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony, 
degrees will be conferred by the 
President. Please remain in your 
seat after you receive your diploma 
case until the end of the ceremony, 
respecting the ceremony of the 
graduates who come after you. 

Following the ceremony, it is important 
to keep the recessional line moving until 
all participants have cleared the main 
aisle. Please, do not stop for pictures 
during the processional/recessional. 
Guests should be seated inside the 
ballroom, and you can meet them 
immediately after the ceremony at the 
reception in the lobby. 

Absolutely no alcoholic beverages may 
be brought into the Manchester Grand 
Hyatt. 



Ceremony 
Instructions 

9:00 a.m. 

*Seating of guests begins. 

*Graduates, faculty and administrative 
staff arrive. 

*Formation of the academic procession 
begins in the Graduate Gathering Area 
on the patio (look for signs). 
Graduates are to obtain a reader card 
printed with their name on it from a 
Registrar's Office representative in this 
gathering area. You will line up with 
other students in your degree group for 
the processional. The Marshals will 
assist you. Marshals will be present to 
give directions and can be identified by 
their blue and sage sashes. 

11:00 a.m. 
Processional Begins: 

1. The processional will begin promptly 
at 11:00 a.m. Follow the Marshals' 
instructions as the procession begins. 
Wear the tassel on your mortarboard on 
the right side. Proceed to the staging 
area. When you reach your seat, 
remain standing until you are instructed 
to be seated . 

2. After several presentations the 
Presentation of the Class of 2006 will be 
announced; please stand upon the 
request of your Dean, along with the 
others in your group who are receiving 
the same type of degree, in the order 
shown in the program. Your Dean will 
present you all as a group to the 
President. 

3. Advance to the reader as directed by 
the Marshal. 



4. As you approach the reader lectern, 
hand your card to the reader at the 
lectern, who will announce your name. 
Then walk to the stage. A Marshal will 
direct you across the stage. Doctoral 
degree graduates, please note that after 
your name is announced you will shake 
hands with your Program Director and 
Dissertation Chairperson, hand her/him 
your hood, and turn to face the audience 
to have your hood placed over your 
head. Walk across the stage to receive 
your diploma case from the President. 

5. Upon being handed the diploma case, 
accept it with your left hand and shake 
hands with the President with your right 
hand; at this point your graduation photo 
will be taken. 

6. Proceed across the stage, and return 
to your original row and be seated. 

7. Please respect the ceremonial 
process for your fellow graduates by 
remaining in your seat throughout 
the ceremony. Your degree will be 
conferred upon the President's 
proclamation at the conclusion of the 
ceremony. After this proclamation, move 
the tassel on your cap to the left side. 

8. The recessional march will begin at 
the direction of the Marshals down the 
main aisle. The President's party will 
leave the stage first followed by the 
faculty and then by the graduates. All 
graduates must remain in the recessional 
line without stopping until the line 
reaches the reception area.

If it 
is not convenient or possible to pick up your cap and gown at the Bookstore, 
include with your order $6.00 for freight and handling ($9.00 if outside California); 
and we will mail your regalia to you. Please be sure to include your exact mailing 
address when you order your cap and gown. Sorry, no shipments outside the 
United States.
